nissile, biggest and might­ 
iest in the nation s growing bal 
listic weapon arsenal, rose slowly 
from it> pad, enveloped at first 
by a cloud of smoke and flame. 


Rut a Aer riding elear^ of the ini 
tial 
blast, the towering 
missile, 
which VY as coated with ice due to 
the liquid oxygen in its fuel tanks, 
sped straight up. then arched ma 
jestically downrange over the At­ 
lantic test range. 


The Air boree later 
announc 
ed in Washington that the test, 
which was not full-range, 
was 
successful. 
A Pentagon spokes­ 
man said the Atlas traveled its 
prescribed course and plunged in­ 
to the Atlantic far southeast of 
the launching site. 


The range of the flight was not 
disclosed 
but it was something 
short of the 5,500-mile range of 
which the Atlas is capable when 
full power is used. 
The entire test flight was suc­ 
cessful, the Pentagon said. 
The only 
previous 
successful 
flight, on Dec 17, also was of lim 
ited range -unofficially estimated 
as 600 miles. 
The Atlas firing, strictly a mill 
tary show at this stage, was the 
fourth test of the Air Force’s e n ­ 
try in the ocean-spanning weapon 
category. 
There has been specu­ 
lation that the U. S. could use the 
Atlas, with some m ajor modifier 
tions, to launch an earth satellite, 
but so fat the N avy’s Vanguard 
still has the moon launching as­ 
signment here. 
Cape talk is that a Vanguard 
is about ready for another sate! 
lite launching attempt, possibly as 
early «s next week. 
The Atlas was visible for about 
three minutes to observers watch 
mg from beaches about five miles 
from the test center. 
It disap 
peared with a tremendous roar 
into a layer of fluffy white clouds 
high in the sky, trailing a jet of 
red flame 
The red warning ball used pre 
viously by the Air Force to warn 
away 
fishing boats immediately 
in 
front of the 
launching 
site 
was down when the missile was 
launched. 
There was no immedi 
ate comment from Air Force offi 
cials at Patrick Air Force base 
of any change in policy concerning 
raising of the ball.

Says Nation Will 
Be Superior for 
Perhaps 2 Years 


Testifies Be for# 
Senate Committee 
On Preparedness 


WASHINGTON (IP— Nelson A. 
Rockefeller warned today that the 
United States is “ rapidly losing” 
its military lead over Russia but 
said it is “ emphatically not too 
late” to regain it. 


Rockefeller Is chairman of the 
fund 
which 
recently 
issued the 
widely publicized Rockefeller re­ 
port on U. S. defenses. The report 
called 
for 
a 
three billion dollar 
yearly Increase in military spend­ 
ing and a Pentagon ahakeup ta 
unify the nation's defenses. 


He testified before the Senate 
Preparedness 
subcommittee. 
It 
was to hear secret testimony thla 
afternoon from 
Maj. Gen. John 
Medaris, com m ander of the Ar­ 
my’s missile center. 


Rockefeller said that for "per* 
haps two y ears” the United States 
will be superior to the Soviet Un­ 
ion in striking power. 
But unless 
the “ present trend” is reversed 
in that period, he said, the “bal­ 
ance of power” will tip In th* Rue- 
sians’ favor. 


Should that happen, he said, It 
is “ not likely” that this country 
would have another chanca 
re­ 
assert military superiority. 


“ It is emphatically not too late 
if we are willing to make the big 
effort now." he said. 


The early phase of Rockefeller’s 
testimony amounted to a thumb­ 
nail review of the report released 
by 
the Rockefeller Fund’a mili­ 
tary panel last Monday. 
He said 
the report’s recommendations rep­ 
resent the considered judgment of 
some 50 individuals. 


They believe, he said, that it Is 
“ essential that major steps be tak- 
en now to insure survival.” 
He repealed before the aubcora- 
invitee the report’s recommenda­ 
tion that the United States boost 
its military budge now by some 
three billion dollars and continua 
the increase for six yeara. 
He 
again str *ssed the need for reor­ 
ganization in the Pentagon, com­ 
menting that the roles of the in­ 
dividual Services tend to be “com­ 
petitive rather than complemen­ 
tary ” 
Symptom, Not Cause 
The secretary ort defense, Rocke­ 
feller said, is “ so burdened with 
the task of trying to arbitrate’* 
inter-service rivalries that he can 
not play his full role as policy 
maker.
